A STRONG SPEECH. 


GLADSTONE’S INDICTMENT OF THE TORIES 
BEFORE THE LIBERAL CLUB. 


Balfour at the Banquet — Parnell and the 
Division on His Bill—The Crisis in 
France—Cousternation Caused Among 
the Moderate Republicans by Boulan- 
ger’s Electoral Successes—Eussia and the 
Battenberg Matter—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LoyDoN, April 12.— While Balfour was re- 
ceiving the congratulations of his friends at 
the banguet last night and maikng his usual 
personal attacks upon the Irish members, Mr. 
Gladstone at the Liberal Club delivered one of 
the most damaging indictments of the govern- 
ment policy heard in many years. The gath- 
ering at which Mr. Gladstone spoke was very 
small and select, consequently the great 
leader had no difficulty inthe management of 
his voice, which has shown serious signs of 
loss of power in recent years. Otherwise he 
is well, strong and in good spirits. He walked 
up two flights of stairs, preceded 
by Sir Walter Foster, with a light, active 
step, despising to use the elevator. Balfour, 
he said, made no attempt to show why the 
Government had broken the pledges made by 
every member, as it helps to keep them in ot- 
fice. He declared that Ireland should be 
treated the same as England respecting local 
government reform. As Gladstone said, 
Smith, who is an honest but by no means a 
brilliant man, let the cat out of the bag by dis- 
tinctly intimating that the fulfillment of the 
pledges was dependent on the Irish péople 
adopting Tory views. Balfour, of ceurse, 
made use of the cutting from an obscure Irish- 
American paper, without which, as the News 
says, No orator of his calibre would think of 
appearing on a platform any more than a 
clown atthe pantomime would think of ap- 
pearing without sausages.’’ 
BALFOUR’S OMISSION. 

Balfour omitted to remind his hearers of the 
strong language used by his own side against 
the Irish members. What the public were 
anxious to hear, instead of personal squabbles, 
is what the Government propose to do to avert 
impending wholesale evictions. At present 
they confine themselves to the traditional 
policy of offering stolid resistance to the Irish 
members’ proposals, Parnell, however, is 
not wholly dissatisfied with the division on 
the bill extending the operation of the act of 
1881. Although more than a score of the Irish 
members journeyed from Ireland to vote, they 
polled nothing like their complete strength, 
yet a majority of 57 was the smallest had 
against them inany division of the present 
Parliament. 


Great Consternation Among Moderate Re- 


publicaus—The Probable Programme. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, April 12.—The Moderate Republicans, 
after attempting to play off Boulanger against 
the present French Cabinet, begin to feel like 
Frankenstein and are plainly alarmed at the 
General's successes. The result is that in all 
probability they will not, for the present, al- 
low the defeat of Floquet, who will thus have 
the management of the Municipal Council of 
Elections. The Royalists, moreover, are un- 
easy at the prevalence ofa plebiscitary spirit. 
There are rumors that Boulanger, when he 
takes his seat, will attack the constitution 
and then resign his seat followed by his 
supporters. His speech, with his portrait, 
will be circulated widely, and the General will 
run again wherever there is a vacancy to keep 
up the excitement. Ifso, it is not unlikely he 
may succeed in making the public heartily 
tired of his very name. The contest in the 
Nord is carried on with great bitterness, and 
has already led toachallenge to a duel from 
Rochefort’s son to Paul Freulaine.

The Chances of Mr. Conkling’s Recovery— 
Favorable Reports To-Day.

At about 
8 o’clock this morning he awoke and was 
givena drink, when he dozed off soon again 
and up to 8:30 o’clock was still sleeping 
soundly. At 8 o’clock Judge Coxe, who left 
the house, announced the welcome intelli- 
gence that Mr. Conkling had slept well all 
through the night. „He awoke at about 
3:05 this morning for a short time, but quickly 
dozed off again and I left him sleeping now.“ 

Dr. Hartley left the house at 7:30 o’clock.He 
also had cheerful news. ‘‘Mr. Conkling’’ said 
he, passed a good night and everything now 
looks promising.’’ 

At about 8:30 o’clock Mrs. Conkling was 
seen. There was a marked difference in her 
appearance since yesterday. There was hope 
in the faithful wife’s voice andeye. She, too, 
had slept, and much of the haggard appear- 
ance had left her countenance. She said that 
Dr. Hartley had just informed her before he 
left the house that her husband had passed 
one of the most comfortable nights since he 
has peen ill. She herself, she added, had 
only been called once or twice during the 
night, and had enjoyed, like her husband, 
some refreshing sleep. She was overjoyed at 
the favorable indications in the sick chamber. 

ONE CHANCE IN TEN. 

Dr. Barker called on Mr. Conkling at 10:10 
o’clock this morning. He found no change to 
speak of, but what little change there was 
was forthe better. Mr. Conkling’s temper- 
ature then was 99 and. his pulse 88. He dis- 
likes to have the abscess treated. Mr. Conk- 
ling rested rather better last night, but was 
still somewhat restless. Dr. Barker said toa 
reporter to-day; ‘‘On Tuesday I said the 
chances of Mr. Conkling’s recovery were one 
in one hundred.

A PASTOR’S ADVICE AS GIVEN TO RICH 
CHRISTIANS. 


Rev. Wm. Johnson Requests Them to Give 
Up Their Soft Pews and Mingle With 
the Poor—A Preacher’s Solution of the 
City Evangelization Problem—A Novel 
Remedy—Meeting To-Day of the Congre- 
gational Association. 


The St. Louis Congregational Association 
met this morning at the new Compton Hill 
Church, Lafayette and Compton avenues. 
Following devotional exercises an interesting 
paper was read by Rev. Wm. Johnson, the 
city missionary, on City Mission Work. 
Before he finished he made this hackneyed 
theme enlist the attention of all the preachers. 
He began by placing city evangelization as 
among the greatest questions of the age. It is 
of such importance because the world is more 
and more living in the cities which are now 
the heart centers of the country. Notonly 
because the population concentrates in the 


cities, but because of the improved 
methods of communication. The _ click 
of the telegraph instrument in the 


cities is the sameclick in the country. The 
country reads the news ofthe city almost as 
soon as the city does itself. So it has come to 
be said: ‘‘As goes the city, so goes the coun- 
trv. * 

Applying the words uttered about Jericho, 


which was all rightexcept that the water was

bad and the land barren, Mr. 
said that St. Louis, which has 
gathered an immense population 


within its gates, has a moral fountain which is 


impure and which needs the pertiyiag salt of 
the gospel. Every now and then the united 
action of the ministers shows how they appre- 
ciate the necessities and importance of city 
lite. They get together and ask. How can 
the masses be reached?’’ Sometimes statistics 
arouse the people, and then, by the aid of 
an evangelist, they make big effort, but 
too soon comes the sad reaction. The city is 
not to be saved by grand spurts. It can only 
be saved by constant and unfaltering work. 
THE CITY MISSION SOCIETY. 

Turning to the work of the Congregational 
City Mission Society, which has developed 
great strength in the past year, he said the soci- 
ety is the outgrowth (1) of a deep sense of the 
need of something that ought to de 
done that had not boen done; (2) of 
careful study and wise counsels, and (3) ofa 
feeling that this organization is not for a few 
weeks but for a long campaign. 

The polley ofthe society isto start Sunday 
schools in destitute fields, whether among the 
rich or poor, manned by workers from the 
nearest churches supplemented by those on 
the ground. From these schools churches are 
formed, and the society goes on and de- 
veiops these churches. 

The needs of the society are: First, workers 
from thechurches. Among theSunday-school 
teachers in the various churches are many 
ud can be spared. Second, money is one of 
the greatest agencies. It costs considerable 
to rent buildings and fit up the Sunday-scbhool 
rooms, but no monty can be expended better.

In Cleveland, Mr. Johnson’s 
former field, a rich member of the Standard 
Oil Company took his family and joined a 
struggling mission and built it up into a great 
power for good. 

Mr. Johnson’s conclusions were received 
with evidences of surprise, but one or two of 
the pastors were seen to nod their heads as if 
in assent. 

Mr. Johnson’s paper was discussed by Revs. 
Doe. Adams and Grannis, none of whom an- 
tagonized the positions of the speaker. 

REPORTS 
were then heard from the various churches. 
All reported good prospects. The statements 
were general and not statistical. Regard-

ing the Swedish Church Rev. F. 0 
Doe, the Superintendent of Mis-

districts in this country are in cold sections; 
among the rocks and hills of Vermont, Massa- 
achusetts, and in portions where the 
changes in temperature are sudden, and the 
climate is severe. The very elements which 


give them health and make their meat 
delicious detracts frbm the quality of the 
goods spun or woven from the wool. In order 
to provide a suitable warm coyering and pro- 
tection from the inclement weather nature 
provides them with a thick coatiand their wool 
grows luxuriantly. This growth is aided by 
an Oleaginous fluid secreted in the skin, and 
when the wool is sheared smali globules of a 
giutinous and sticky nature are found adher- 
ing to the surface of the hairs. These are 
treated with strong alkalies to remove the 
excrescences; but the wool feels rough to the 
touch, altogether different from that grown on 
sheep in the southern countries of Germany. 
Inspection of our cleansed wool with the 
microscope reveals cups Or crater-shaped pro- 
tuberances still adhering tothe hairs. The 
alkali has destroyed the gluten, but not the 
hard bottom crust of the globules. Chemicals 
strong enough to remove these affect in- 
juriously the crispy surface of the hairs. The 
epidermis is broken and destroyed in places, 
thus weakening the fiber and impairing the 
strength and flexibility of the wool. These 
manifest themselves inthe dyeing. With all 
the care possibie after the wool is woven into 
cloth there is alack of that softness to the 
touch existing in the fine foreign product, 
The dyes will wear off first at the cup-like ex- 
cresences and show a mottled appearance,

MRS. ROOTE’S STORY. 


MESSENGER FOTHERINGHAW’S TREATMENT 
BY ROBERT PINKERTON ET AL, 


A Mother’s Faith in Her Son—Judge Nor- 

mile’s Misappreh Grand Jury 
Secrets as Guarded in Federal Courts 
The Indictment Against Fotheringham 
Keturned After His Arrest—Proceedings 
in the Damage Suit Against the Adams 
Express Company. 


At the close ot the afternoon session yester- 
day in the United States Circuit Court Wm. D. 
Henry, a member of the city Grand-jury of 
November, 1886, was put on the 
stand in the damage suit of Da- 
vid 8. Fotheringham vs. the Adams 
Express Company and W. H. Damsell. John 
D. Johnson, of counsel for the plaintiff, sought 
to prove by the witness what testimony the 
indictment returned into the Criminal Court 
on November 9 by the Grand-jury was basea 
upon. 

H. D. Laughlin of counsel for the defense 
objected, holding that the proceedings ofa 
Grand-jury could not be divulged. 

Judge Thayer took the matter under advise- 
ment until this morning, when on the opening 
of court he said: 

Bearing upon the question that was raised 
last evening I will read sections 1791 
and 1793 of the revised statutes, and 
read those sections which prohibit Grand- 
jurors from disclosing the names of 
witnesses examined by them or their testi- 
mony. Exceptions are made in section 
1791, when a Grand-juror may be re- 
quired to testify as to whether testl- 


mony given by a witness in court 
is consistent with that given before the Grand- 
— 4 and upon a complaint against a witness 

efore them charging him with perjury. 
He then continued: It might seem 
from a casual reading of the sec- 
tion 1793 that a Grand-juror might 
be required to disclose testimony given before 
the Grand-jury whenever the Court before 
whom he is called to testify thought it 
prope to require it. But in the 
case of Tindle vs. Nichols, 20 Mo. 3826, where 
these identical sections were under considera- 
tion, it was held that the words ‘except when 
lawfully required;to testify as a witness’ had 
reference to section 1791 and that Grand-jurors 
conld only be lawfully required to testify as to 
matters which occurred before that body in 
the two Instances nientioned in section 1791. 
It was suggested last evening that even 
though the law of the State is as above de- 
clared, that itis not obligatory on this court, 
inasmuch as the statute merely delares a rule 
of evidence which is only binding on the State 


courts. do not agree with the 
view. In a certain sense the statute

CAUGHT ON A GILDED HOOK. 
The bill to refund over $17,000,000 of di- 
rect war tax to the States that paid it is a 
vicious and dangerous bit of legislation. 
It assumes the power of Congress to col- 
lect money from individuals under pre- 
tense that it is for Federal use, and then 
give it to the States for State uses. Worse 
still, it assumes that Congress has the 
power and may rightfully take money 
collected from the present generation of 


— 
nm 
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{tax-payers for Federal use and give it to 


certain States under pretense of paying 
back money wrongfully or unequally col- 
lected from a former generation of tax- 
payers. 

What is claimed as the equity of this 
bill would equally justify almost any con- 
ceivable raid on the Federal Treasury by 
any combination of States strong enough 
to prevail in both houses of Congress. It 
would equally justify a bill to distribute 
the cotton tax among any States that 
could agree upon a basis of division and 
muster votes enough to put the Dill 
through. It would equally justify any 
scheme to pay back to particular States 
any taxes collected from former genera- 
tions of their people, the claim for restitu- 
tion being based wholly on the ground 
that the tax did not rest equally on all 
the States, and that other States since 
admitted have enjoyed the benefit with- 
out sharing the burden. 

When we begin to “equalize”? Federal 
taxation among the States according to 
the process of this bill, there is obviously 
no limit to the extension of the precedent. 
It will cover not only Mr. BLAINE’s pro- 
posed State distribution of the internal 
revenue tax proceeds, but Treasury pay- 
ments to the ‘‘loyal’’ States based on the 
proposition that the South did not pay her 
share of customs revenue during the war! 
In short it supplies the combination to un- 
lock every vault in the Federal Treasury 
and apply every dollar therein to State 
uses as often as votes enough can be 
bought therewith and log-rolling Treas- 
ury looters can agree on a division of the 
booty. 

If this bill becomes a law it will be the 
first act of Congress devoting the pro- 
ceeds of Federal taxes to the uses of par- 
ticular States or to State uses pro rata. 
When it was proposed to divide the pro- 
ceeds of the public lands among the 
States, public morals were not sufficiently 
degraded to permit it, and the money was 
„deposited“ as a call loan with such 
States as were so hard up that they ac- 
cepted the grab“ thus disguised. But 
there is no disguise about this bill. Itis 
simply a bill authorizing certain States to 
suatch certain large sums from the Fed- 
eral Treasury because their representa- 
tives have votes enough to carry the bill 


and think that the size of the bribe 
wiil justify the act to their con- 
stituents. But for the bribe of

No reasonable person believes this, 
yet Mr. Tarsney’s figures, quoted from the 
official records, may be of value to some 
readers of the Herald. The vote for Liucoln 
in Illinois in 1860 was 172, 161, the troops furn- 
nished in excess of this number were 
86,986. The vote of Indiana for Lincoln 
was 139,083; the excess of troops was 58,114. 
The excess in lowa was 5,900. Kentucky offers 
a fine example; the votethere was 1,364, and 
the excess of troops 77,661. The excess in 
Massachusetts was 45,515. Notice Missouri: 
Lincoln had 17,028 votes, while 109,111 soldiers 
enlisted in the Union army. New York had 
an excess of 104,401; Ohio, 88,049; Pennsyl- 
vania, 98,077; Tennessee, 31,092, few votes hav- 
ing gone for Lincoln; Wisconsin, 10,314. 


How Civil Pensions Grow. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 

At Washington, at State capitals and in 
cities there is always u steady pressure for 
pensions for the civil employes of the Gov- 
ernment. They are only urged now for fire- 
menand the police, but once granted there 
they are certain to extend. France shows 
where this leads. In 1853 it was paying 4,076, 
000 in pensions, in 1886 $11,740,000, and in 1888 
$12,400,000. Yearly the amount grows bya 
larger annual sum, which now amounts to 
$500,000 annually. In 1853 there were $1,112 
pensioners, in 1887 80,986, of which 26,961 were 
widows and orpbans. The pensions, now that 
the system has got headway, tend torise. For 
twenty-three years they remained at $l68a 
year. One can live on that in France. From 
517 in 1877 the average pension has risen to 
$273 in 1887. The age for retirement and the 
length of service have fallen, until now a pen- 
sion comes after thirty-one years’ service—or 
at 57. France is now on the edge of bank 
ruptcy. No Minister is strong enough to 
deal with this and other leeches. Can we 
afford to start civil pensions here in any 
shape? .

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


THREE WELL-KNOWN YOUNG MEN ARREST- 
ED, CHARGED WITH ROBBING THE MAIL. 


A Case Which Caused Great Excitement To- 
Day, Drewa Large Crowd, and Brought 
Out Severe Criticisms of Police Methods— 
Frank Erwin, and Patrick and Jerry 
Keane, the Prisoners, Liberated on Small 
Bonds—Other News Across the River. 


A sensation was caused in East St. Louls last 
evening by the arrest of Frank Erwin and 
Patrick and Jerry Keane, three well-known 
young men, ona charge of robbing the mails. 
The arrests were made by two ,police officers 
at the instigation of J. C. Borcellary, 
the Post-office Inspector in the Chicago dis- 
trict. Yesterday morning Mr. Borcellary was 
in consultation with Chief Walsh, but what 
his presence in the city portended could not be 


ascertained. It had been reported that 
the pocketbook which had been 
thrown into Cahokia Creek by one 


of a crowd of young fellows whom Sergt. 
Langley aud Officers Parle and Stack pursued 
through Happy Hollow Sunday, and which 
was afterwards recovered by Parle, contained 
missing drafts issued by the National Stock 
Yards Bank, but the police stoutly 
denied that Borcellary’s presence in the 
city had anything to do with the finding of the 


pocket-book. They gave out that the pocket- 
book contained checks’ made out in favor of 


Mat Courtney, a well-known stock - 
nian, and that the book had 
been either lost by him or had 


been abstracted from his coat several days 
previous to its recoveryin such a peculiar 
manner by Parle. It developed last evening 
that the Chief and the police had given out 
this false information fer the purpose of 
allaying suspicion as to the Im- 
portance of the find until the 
arrest of certain parties had been effected. 
The pocketbook really had Jerry Keane’s 
name upon it, and contained drafts issued to 
various parties by the National Stock Yards’ 
Bank. _ er 
THESE CHECKS, 
itissaid, had been mailed by the cashier of 
the bank, and as they were never received by 
the partiesin whose favor they were made 
out, it is supposed that they were abstracted 
from the mall ouch either while it 
was being transferred from. the bank 
to the Relay, or after it had arrived at 
the depot. As soon as the Chief had examined 
the contents of the pocketbook he notified the 
cashier of the bank, and as the drafts were 
recognized by him as those which he had sent 
out, but which had never reached the parties 
te whom they were sent, Inspector Borcellary 
was notified and arrived inthe city from Chi- 
cago yesterday r He was in consul- 
tation with the Chief for several hours and 
they determined upon the arrest of the two 
Keanes and Erwin, but when the 
Chief was asked by a POST-DISPHTCH re- 
porter an hour before the arrests had been 
made, whether the report that the pocketbook 
contained stolen drafts was true, be denied 
that it had any foundation and reiterated the 
false statement made by the police the 
morning after the finding of the book, that it 
belonged to Courtney and contained nothing 
but checks made out in that gentleman’s fa 
vor. When the arrest of Frank Erwin and Pat 
and Jerry Keane was decided upon 

TWO OFFICERS 
were detailed to accompany Borcellary, and 
they went and effected the arrest of the 


parties, while engaged at their work, 
without warrants. When the men were 
locked up the news of the arrests spread 
rapidly and caused considerable excite- 
ment. Mr. Tom Erwin, ex-Lieutenant 


of police and the father of Frank Erwin, and 
Mr. John Kane, father of the two Kane boys, 
immediately hired Attorney Alex Flannigen to 
defend the accused. Attorney Flannigen at 
once went to the police station and re- 
quested Lieut. Rodgers to allow him 
an interview with the accused, but the 
request was refused, The attorney read him 
the statute giving an attorney the right to see 
his clients, but the Lieutenant was obstinate 
and refused to permit an interview. The 
attorney, accompanied bythe fathers of the 
boys then went to the Martell House and made 
the same 1 of * 1 United States 
Marshal Frank Maxwell, who had arrived on 
the evening train from Springfleld with the 
warrants for the men, sworn out 
before United States Commissioner Brad- 
lord. Maxwell als» refused to give his con- 
sent to have the prisoners seen. Attorney 
Flannigen then went before "Squire Long and 
commenced suits against Rodgers and Maxwell 
on behalf of the defendants for $100 each, 
the amount for which the law says that offi- 
cers are liable who refuse to allow an attorney 
to see prisoners in their custody. A suit was 
also begun against Post-Office Inspector Bor- 
cellary for $5,000 damages for arresting and 
imprisoning the defendants without warrants. 

This morning United States District Attor- 
ney Van Horbeke arrived from Springfield, 
and it was decided that the prisoners should 


have a preliminary hearing to-day before 
United States Commissioner Frank B. 
Bowman. The attorney and friends 


of the accused parties endeavored tolearn at 
what hour the examination would be held, but 
could- receive no more definite information 
than that it wauld begin as soon as the attend- 
ance of witnesses for the prosecution could be 
secured. A watch was kept on the police sta- 
tion and about 10 o’clock the prisoners, hand- 
cuffed and guarded by Inspector Borcellary 
and Sergt. Jeff Langley, were brought forth. 
A LARGE CROWD 
followed them to Commissioner Bowman’s 
office in the East St. Louis Bank build- 
ing, and the small room was densely 
packed with spectators when the Com- 
missioner asked the attorneys if they 
were ready to proceed with the hearing. At- 
torney Flannigen arose and requested that he 
be allowed to consult with his clients as he 
had been denied that privelege up to that 
time. The request was granted by Commis- 
sioner Bowman, andthe prisoners and their 
attorney then adjourned to an ante-room. The 
consultation lasted but about five minutes and 
when the accused and their attorney réturned 
into court Mr. Flannigen asked the court to 
continue the hearing for twenty tour bours. 
The prisoners, he said, had been in ‘‘the 
sweat-box’’ for nearly thirty-six hours 
and he thought it nothing more than justice 
that they should be allowed the short time 
asked in which to prepare to defend them- 
selves, United States Attorney Van Horbeke 
objected to a continuance, but Commissioner 
Lowman decided that the men were entitled 
to the short delay asked ,especially as the; had 
not been afforded an opportunity to obtain 
legal advice before, although the law expressly 
stated thatto be allowed such a privilege was 
the prisoner’s right. He accordingly post- 
poned the hearing until 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning, and fixed the bond of 
the prisoners at 00 each. District-Attorney 
Van Horbeke protested at the bond being 
— at such a low figure, but Commissioner 
owman refused to increase it stating that the 
only object of a bond was to secure the at- 
tendance of the defendants and he was per- 
fectiy satisfied that 
A TWO-HUNDRED-DOLLAR BOND 
was all that was necessary tor that purpose. 
Security forthe defendants’ appearance in 
court to-morrow was at once furnished and 
they were released. All stoutly affirm their 
innocence of the charge, and claim that it will 
be clearly shown at the examination 
to-morrow. Further than this they have 
nothing to say. The arrests was the princi- 
pe topic everywhere inthe city all day, and 
t was the general opinion that the conduct of 
the police in the dase, even supposing the 
guilt of the parties, was most reprehensible.

A PRETTY CHICAGO ROMANCE. 


After Many Years’ Separation Michael Sul- 
livan Returns to His Wife. 


Cuicaco, III., April 12.—Michael Sullivan 
left his home in Ore Hill, Conn., about four 
years ago to seek his fortune in California. 
He left behind a wife and one child, a2 daugh- 
ter 10 years of age. Mr. Sullivan made money 
rapidly in the Golden State and sent frequent 
remittances to his family. About two years 


after leaving home he sent his wife $500 and 
told her to come to him.

JUDGE “LUBKE DECIDES THE HARMONIE | 


BUILDING DIREOTORS®OONTROVERSY: 


Jacob Furth’s Answer Hele*to Be Sufficient 
for Holding His Seat—4 Ruling of Im- 
portance for Directors and Shareholders 
Generally—A Citation to Produce a Will 
An Interesting Insurance Case Dis- 
posed Of—Matters in Probate—Cases on 
Trial To-Day Under the Dome. 


Judge Lubke rendered a decision to-day in 
the Harmonie Hall Building Association case, 
involving the petition of Morris Glaser and 
Julius Rothschild to oust Jacob Furth from the 
directors’ board. He was selected by the 
directors to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the resignation of M. A. Rosenblatt, 
and quo warranto proceedings were insti- 
tuted. The Oourt overrules the motion 
or judgment on the answer set up by the new 
director, and in doing so decides a question 
of importance to corporations generally. The 
Harmonie Board was elected at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders in February, and 
Mr. Rosenblatt resigned in March. The re- 
maining five members at a regular meet- 
ing of the Boara proceeded to fill the 
yacancy, and three members, a majority 
of the directors, selected Mr. Furth to fill the 
vacancy, the other two directors declining to 
vote because the person whom they had nom- 
inated had no show of being elected. 

The general statute provides that iu case 
of the death or resignation of one or more 
directors survivors shall fill the vacancy until 
the next election. Section 6, article 12, 
ot the constitution of the State reads: 


in all elections for directors or managers of 
any incorporated company, each share older 
shall have the right to cast as many votes in 
the aggregate as shall equal the number of 
shares so held by him in sald company, multi- 
plied by the number of directors to be elected, 
each shareholder may cast the whole 


and 
number of votes either in person or by proxy 
for one candidate or distribute such votes 


among two or more candidates, and such di- 
rectors shall not be elected in eny other man- 
. 
1% Cireult Attorney who moved for the 
relators in this controversy contended that 
there was an irreconcilable conflict between 
the staute authorizing the filling of vacancies 
ata Board which occur between annual elec- 
tions and the clause of the constitution uoted 


above which gives a stockholder the right to 
cumulative voting. The Court olds 
that there is no absolute inconsistency 


between the clause of the constitution and 
the legislative act. So much of the statute as 
is copied from the constitution applies only to 
annual elections for an entire Board of 
Directors, whereas the addition made by the 
Legisiature, after copying the command of 
the constitution, applies only tothe filling of 
single vacancies ad interim until the 
next annual meeting of the stockholders. 
Althouveh the effect may befor apart of the 
corporate year the right of stockholders to 
haveavoice „ther by single or cumulative 
voting may be annulled, it may well have 
been so intended by the framers of the consti- 
tution. The Supreme Court of Wis- 
consin tn the case of Sprague vs. Brown says: 
‘It would be too strict a construction 
of the Constitution to hold that in cases where 
itis sllent the Legislature has no power to 
provide against an entire suspension of the 
functions of any public office. Such a con- 
struction would be intolerable and we cannot 
believe that it was contemplated by the con- 
vention which framed or the people who 
adopted the Constitution.’’ 
rhe doubt as to the constitutional validity 
of the statute is not sufficientto warrant a re- 
jection of the statute. It fully sustains the 
action of the remaining members of the Board 
of the Harmonie Building Association in se- 
lecting Mr. Furth to fill the vacancy caused by 
a resignation. His answer tothe writ is sul- 
ficient and the motion for judgment of ouster 
is pot welltaken. It will be overruled, 


An Insurance Case. 


Judge Lubke rendered a decision to-day in 
the insurance case of George Bobb vs. Penn- 
eyivania Insurance Company of Pittsbure. 
This was an action ona policy of fire insur- 
ance divided on astock of lamps, gasoline 


stoves, store furniture and fixtures, tools, and 
on some coal oll and fluids stored in the rear 


of 1185 North Broadway. The policy 
granted permission to kee in the 
store three barrels of coal oil and 


one gallon of gasoline for testing stoves. 
There was aprinted stipulation to the effect 
thatthe entire policy would be void if the 
hazard be increased by any means within the 
control or knowledge of the insured, In Octo- 
ber, 1887, a fire occurred destroying the stock 
in the store, the coal oil and fluids in the rear 


building. The company denied all 
liability on the ground that the 
conditions of the policy had been 
violated, 


At the trial the company asked an instruc- 
tion to the effect that the plaintiff could not 
recover. The Court holds that there was not 
— increase of hazard between the date of the 
policy andthe fire. It was caused by the tip- 
ping over of a gasoline lamp ata workbench 
n the rear of the store. It broke the glass 
of the window looking into the 
rear building where thirty gallons of gasoline 
had recently been tanked. 

The Court holds that the policy was not 
avoided by the keeping of gasoline in the 
store, because the portion kept there did not 
exceed the permit. The plaintiff kept on hand 
in the rear building a stock of gasoline with 
the knowledge of the company's agent. It 
was all covered by insurance, and such insur- 
ance naturally included permission to keep it 
there. He is entitled to recover from the com- 

any ali that he has proven in the way of 
osses, and judgment is entered for $304.10.

MUST QUIT BUSINESS. 
Embarassment of the State National 
Bank of Omaha, Neb. 


OMA, Neb., April 12.—The State National 
Bank of this city, commenced business here 
about a year ago, having moved from Mar- 
shalitown, Io. At the time of its removal it 
was thought by Omaha bankers that the Na- 
tional Bank act had not been complied with in 
the respect that the law prescribed that no 
banks with less than $200,000 capital should be 


organized in a city of 50,000 inhabitants, and 
the State National having only $100,000 capital, 
was clearly not within its provisions. No 
objections, however, were made by the 
other National Banks of the city to this 
change of location, although it was 
not felt that it pro- 
cecding. John W. National 
Hank Examiner, in making an examinatihn of 
the bank Tuesday, found that there had been 
taken in payment of stock transferred securi- 
ties which were not properly available for this 
purpose, and the result being an impairment 
of capital he required that this be made good 
before the bank should continue in business. 
This the Directors being unable to do, Mr. 
Griffith directed that the bank be placed in the 
control of the Comptroller of the Currency, 
which has been done by resolution of the 
Board, and Mr. Griffith is now in possession 
awaiting further action of the ComptrolUer. In 
no event will there be a loss to any depositor 
or any creditor, the assets being mucb more 
than fully sufficient to meet all these claims 
and leave asurplusfor stockhoiders. But it 
is possible that there may be a small loss to 
stockholders.

Contracts for the Hall to Be Closed To-Mor- 
row Morning—A Committeeman’s Mis- 
hap—A Programme for the Entertain- 
ment of the Convention Visitors—The 
Vest Club—Meeting of the Democratic 
City Committee—Political Notes.

MRS. CHILD’S MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


A Brooklyn Sensation in Which St, Leuis 
People Figure.

New YorkK, April 12.—Mrs. Child, the wife 
ot D. P. Child, the Superintendent for a build- 
ing firm, died on Tuesday motning at Brook- 
lyn, and she was to have been buried yester- 
day. Tue funeral, however, was stopped by 
order of Coroner Lindsay, who is to make an 
investigation, as there is a suspicion that the 
woman wasthe victim of malpractice. On

St. Louis, Mo., April 10, 1888, 

To Deputy-Coroner Kelly Mr. Child said his 
wife had been ill for some time, and a week 
ago last Monday she called on Dr. H. W. 
Skerry of 359 Mason street. It was arranged 
that she should call on the doctor the next 
day, and submit to an operation and she 
did so. She became very ill on return- 
ing home, and on the following Saturday 
Dr. Skerry called and performed another 
operation. Mr. Child said he had agreed 
to the treatment provided it could be done 
with perfect safety. The certificate of death 
as prepared by Dr. Skerry assigned periton!i- 
tis as the primary and blood poisoning 
as the secondary cause of her death. 
Mrs. Child was 29 years old and had two chil- 
dren.. About a year ago the family came from 
St. Louis, Mr.Child notified hfs brother-in-law 
in St. Louis about the illness of his wife, also 
telling him what had been done. This ex- 

lains the telegram sent by Mr. Granger,

“CREASING” MUSTANGS, 


MR. J. T. HILL RELATES HIS EXPERIENCES 
WITH WILD HORSES. 


How Horses were Captured by the Texas 
Marksmen—Wonderful Sill Displayed 
With the Old Pea Rifle—Taming Vicious 
Brutes—Tricks of Mustangs When Under 
Saddle — Dangers Attending Mounting 
Wild Horses. 


J.T. Hill, at the present time Live Stock 
Agent for the Chicago & Alton, and who for 
many years has been engaged in cattle raising 
in Texas and the Indian Territory, remarked 
to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter at the Laclede 
Hotel: 'In the early days of the cattle busi- 
ness in Texas, from 1857 to 1860, the ranges 
were Overrun by bands of wild horses. These 
animals were a great nuisance, as they would 
get mixed with our loose horses and run them 
off when any one approached. As a rule they 
were a rough, ill-shaped set of beasts, and 
almost untamable, sothat few attempts were 
ever made to catch them, it being considered 
best to shoot them on sight and thus get rid 
of a disturbing influence in our horse herds, 


Sometimes, however, a really fine animal 
would be seen, and the ranchmen would 
trv hard to secure it. But the ordinary 


mode of capture, lassoing, could seldom be 
used against wild horses, as these beasts were 
very sly, and even a poor horse, carrying no 
weight, could outstrip a very finv animal with 
a man on its back. I have chased wild horses 
a hundred times and have become thoroughly 
convinced of the truth of the English racing 
saying that the weight of a stable key will win 
or lose a race. 
METHOD OF CAPTURE. 

In this extremity the Texans used to resort 
toa means of capturing the horses which is, I 
believe, exclusively American. It was dis- 
covered, I do not know how, that a blow upon 
a particular sinew in a horse’s neck, located 
just above where the spine joins the skull, 
would paralyze the animal temporarily with 
out doing it any permanent injury. In those 
days the Texans were nearly without exception 
fine shots, and at short range could sand a rifle 


ball with phenomenal accuracy. The horses 
could not be approached except on foot, and 
it wus impossible to catch them on horseback. 
But, not to be overcome by any such difficul- 
ties, the cowboys discovered a way to capture 
them. Taking his rifle, a hunter would craw! 
through the thick chaparal until within flity 
or sixty yards of the horse he desired to se- 
cure. Then, taking careful aim, he would en 
deavor to send a bullet through the top of the 
neck so as to strike the sinew. When this was 
properly done the horse would fall as 
if struck by lightning and remain insensible 
for ten or fifteen minutes, recovering com- 
pletely in an hour or two, with no worse in- 
jury thanaslight wound in the back of the 
neck that soon healed. Ofcourse many bul- 
lets went astray, and hundreds of horses were 
killed, but a good shot would secure about one 
horse in three that he attempted to ‘crease,’ 
as this mode of capture was called, The large 
caliber rifles commonly in use were not adapted 
to this peculiar mode of hunting, as if they 
touched the sinew they were sure to break it, 
and the wounds the 44 or 52 caliber balls in- 
flicted were too severe. The weapon univer- 
sally employed in creasing mustangs was the 
old Hawkins rifle, which carried a bullet not 
much larger than a pea, had a set trigger, and 
required but a smal! charge ot powder. These 
weapons were wonderfully accurate up to 100 
yards, but inflicted a trifling wound and 
the bullet was likely to take a course through 
soft flesh around any hard object, instead of 
tearing through it, asa larger ball propelled 
bya heavier charge of powder would do. 
Hundreds of mustangs, always the best ani 
mals inthe herd, used to be creased every 
year, and this practice was kept up until the 
herds had entirely disappeared. 
PECULIARITIES OF CREASED MUSTANGS. 
‘*‘Some of the horses thus secured were very 
tough and fleet animals, but few were of any 
practical use. Nearly all were stallions, asa 
wild mare that was good for anything was 
seldom seen,and the captured horses were 
nearly, without exception, irreclaimably 
vicious, even when judged from the Texas 
standpoint. Even when broken to the saddie 
they could only be ridden by the very best 
horsemen, an were always on the lookout 
todotheir riders aninjury. Strange to say 
they seldom tried to kick, but a man had to be 
continually onthe lookout for their fore feet 
und teeth. They only used their hind feet 
when aman was about to mount, but nearly 
every one of them had atrick of kicking for- 


between the ears with his hind foot, his hind 
log being apparently made of India rubber. 
The instant that he felt a foot in the stirrup 
bis hind hoof would come forward with the 
speed of pce ee in the attempt to infliet a 
most vicious kic I gave up mounting him 
in the usual way, and always used 
to vault into the saddle without 
touching the stirrups, a feat eusily enough 
performed in my younger days, although I 
would have seme difliculty in doing it now. 
used to like to ride wild horses, but after one 
or two narrow escapes from their deadly fore 
fect, which they would use if a man carelessly 
stood in front them, 1 gave it up and stuck to 
the tame stock.
